AXE TERROR 

Regulars disarm man as he threatens family pubgoers with axe

A “troublemaker” bran¬ 
dishing an axe was dis¬ 
armed by brave customers 
at a family pub on Satur¬ 
day evening. 

The young man threat¬ 
ened to attack patrons be¬ 
fore returning with an axe 
to the Famous Green Man 
in the heart of usually 
peaceful Ewell Village. 

Clive Lane, owner of the 
pub, said his co-owner 


John Kerwood, who was 
there on the night, recog¬ 
nised the “troublemaker” 
when he walked into the 
pub and refused to serve 
him. 

Mr Lane said: “He then 
got mouthy and loud and 
two trusted locals asked 
him to leave the pub 
straightaway. 

“He started having a go 
at them verbally and 
threatening them. He 
threatened to come back 
with an axe and attack 
them. He was laughed off 
as a silly young idiot.” 

But to their surprise, Mr 


Lane said: “He did come 
back and he did have an 
axe with him. He was in¬ 
stantly disarmed. It’s 
something that obviously 
has never happened here 
before.” 

After two regulars man¬ 
aged to take the axe from 
the man, he ran off and 
police officers were called. 

Mr Lane said it was four 
years since the man’s pre¬ 
vious visit and they hope 
it will be “considerably 
longer” before he tries to 
come back again. 

He said: “I think he was 
scared off and hopefully 


this is the last anyone ever 
sees of him. This is abso¬ 
lutely the sort of thing 
that never happens at the 
Famous Green Man. We 
are a peaceful, families, lo¬ 
cals business. It’s a one- 
off.” 

He added: “I am sur¬ 
prised, but very satisfied 
that it was dealt with 
promptly without anybody 
being hurt and to the let¬ 
ter of the law. We immedi¬ 
ately dealt with it and 
called the police.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, who represents 
Ewell Village on Epsom 


Council, said: “It must 
have been a very frighten¬ 
ing incident for the people 
in the pub and for the staff 
and everybody. 

“For the past five years 
Ewell has been trouble- 
free. Hopefully this is a 
very isolated incident and 
I have every confidence 
that police will deal with 
it.” 

But police said they 
could not find a record of 
the incident, however they 
are now looking into what 
happened based on fur¬ 
ther information supplied 
by the Epsom Guardian.

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The parents of an 18-year-old 
man murdered in the street 
have spent restorative justice 
week telling school children 
how even the smallest deci¬ 
sions can have an enormous 
impact on people’s lives. 

Chris Donovan was beaten 
unconscious while walking 
home through Ewell with his 
brother Phil after a night out 
in 2001. 

They were set upon by 
three youths, who left Chris 
lying in the road where he 
was hit by a passing car, al¬ 
though medical experts said 
during the murder trial the 
following year that he had 
already sustained fatal 
injuries. 

After the trial his parents 
Ray and Vi Donovan, of 
Clyde Road, Sutton, said: “We 
have felt deep anger towards 
the defendants, but are 
determined to forgive them

for the grievous wrong they 
have done.” 

They set up the Chris Dono¬ 
van Trust, campaigning to 
put the victim at the heart of 
the criminal justice system 
and to give those who have 
suffered the opportunity to 
meet the criminals who have 
changed their lives forever. 


Something they have done 
when they met their son’s 
killers after they finished 
their life sentences. 

The process, they say, is 
having an enormous impact 
on repeat offenders with 25 
per cent not going on to 
offend again and for every £1 
spent on the scheme the Min¬ 
istry of Justice (MoJ) says it 
is saving £8. 

The couple have spent the 
week at the MoJ, which an- 
nouced an additional £30m 
for restorative justice, visit¬ 
ing schools and raising 
awareness of their charity. 

On November 17 the Dono¬ 
vans took over the MoJ’s 
Twitter account hosting a 
public question and answer 
session, and gave a school 
presentation entitled “Five 
minutes of Madness”. 

Mr Donovan, 63, said: “We 
do the talk to show that a 
small decision can lead to 
something big. 

“We talk about police, their 
job, what they do, and how 
they do it and how they are 


human beings. 

“It’s about the ripple effect 
of crime. 

“We draw circles and in the 
middle we put Chris’ name, 
then we put all the people 
involved in it. 

“You can’t ring your job or 
call the hospital. 

“We didn’t tell the children 
what to say.” 

Restorative justice week is 
being supported by the 
Restorative Justice Council, 
WhyMe? and the Chris Dono¬ 
van Trust, with this year's 
theme being, “What would 
you do?”. 

It aims to encourage people 
to think about whether they 
would meet somebody who 
committed a crime against 
them. 

Mrs Donovan, 60, added: 
“We look at both sides includ¬ 
ing the person who commit¬ 
ted the crime. 

“A restorative approach re¬ 
alises that they have family 
and when they do things it 
doesn’t just impact the peo¬ 
ple directly involved, but the 


voice 


(criminal’s) family as well. 

“Crime affects everybody, 
not just one person. 

“With the mobile phone ex¬ 
ample the children picked 
out that if effected 10 people. 

“If you have a major crime 
the ripples get even bigger. 

“The community is impact¬ 
ed by major crimes, they 
react and get angry.” 

Mrs Donovan added: “How 
many parents carry their 
children’s guilt? 

"Restorative justice means 
that for the first time in 
British justice history the 
victims get a voice. 

“When you went to court 
before you were ignored, you 
just sat there watching a 
show. 

“The justice system used to 
just be ‘what was the crime, 
who is to blame and what is 
the punishment?’ 

“Today it is ‘Who has been 
hurt? What are their needs? 
How can we help them?’ It’s 
about the victim.”

“Therefore, no further action was 
taken.”

“On behalf of all at Surrey 
Police I wish both officers a 
speedy recovery.” 

The policewomen are ex¬ 
pected to return to work 
within a week. 

Thomas William Kilbride, 
18, of no fixed address, was 
charged on Monday and is 
due to appear at Guildford 
Magistrates’ Court today. 


Man admits pitch fight 


A man has admitted invading 
the pitch and beating up a 
football fan at a match be¬ 
tween arch rivals AFC Wim¬ 
bledon and MK Dons. 

Ben Hearn, of Tonstall 
Road, Epsom, may face a ban¬ 
ning order after pleading 
guilty to assaulting John 
Ward at the MK Dons stadi¬ 
um in Milton Keynes on 
August 12. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
going on the playing area at a 
football match that day. 

MK Dons won 3-1 and 
knocked AFC Wimbledon out 
of the League Cup. 

The teams are bitter rivals 


and the BBC reported that 
some AFC Wimbledon fans 
ran onto the pitch after their 
late consolation goal. 

On Friday, Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court sentenced 
Hearn to 120 hours of unpaid 
community work and or¬ 
dered him to pay £50 to Mr 
Ward who comes from Milton 
Keynes. 

He must pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £60 as well as £40 in 
costs to the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service. 

The court also adjourned 
proceedings to November 28 
when it will consider making 
a football banning order. 


Shock at violent robbery 
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A week on from a horrific 
burglary, a community re¬ 
mains in shock as police hunt 
for the “violent and danger¬ 
ous” armed robber. 

The gunman in a balaclava, 
who reportedly had a sawn- 
off shotgun, stripped two 
young entrepreneurs and 
their mother of jewellery at 
5.45pm on Wednesday. 

Police have yet to release 
any details or pictures of the 
expensive jewellery they 
were forced to take off and 
the burglar stole from the 
safe at their mansion which 
backs on to Kingswood Golf 
Course. 

During the break-in, the 
robber punched Catherine 
Stiff, the wife of millionaire 
Robert Stiff, and attacked one 
of her two daughters who 
run a fashionable boutique in 
Banstead High Street. 

Chloe and Katie Stiff’s 
shop, RBYG, remained closed 
on Monday, but they held a 
“Tweeconstruction” on Twit¬ 
ter last night. 

One shop worker in the 
High Street said her thoughts 
were with the “nice girls” 
and their “sweet” mum who 
sometimes helps out at their 
high street fashion boutique. 
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Police said the robber 
might have staked out the 
property beforehand, but the 
neighbour was not afraid he 
would return to Kingswood. 

He said: “I don’t think he’s 
anywhere round here, I imag¬ 
ine he’s long gone.” 

The family itself is remain¬ 
ing silent and yesterday re¬ 
ferred all questions to Surrey 
Police. 

Detective Inspector Paul 
Gordon said: “The offender is 
clearly a dangerous and 
violent individual who will 
go to great lengths to get 
what he wants and anyone 
who has their suspicions 
around someone they know 
should share this informa¬ 
tion with officers.” 

The stocky robber is 
described as a 
white man, about 
6ft 4ins. 

He spoke with a 
London accent. 

He wore a black 
and black 
gloves.

She said: “We were horri¬ 
fied. It is terrible to hear that, 
we were really surprised. Ev¬ 
eryone’s shocked.” 

Another nearby business¬ 
woman said: “We were 
shocked. It is just awful, real¬ 
ly bad. It must have been so 
terrifying for them.” 

The women were left in 
shock and have not returned 
to their boutique but a man, 
believed to be their brother, 
has been in to open it up and 
serve customers.

A neighbour, who 
heard a helicopter on 
the night of the rob¬ 
bery, said: “It is very 
unfortunate that it has 
happened. I feel very 
sorry for the people.

“It’s awful to think what 
happened in the house. It 
turns your stomach.” 
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£1.8m grant to boost local care system this winter 


Hospitals set for 
spike in patients 
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A £1.8m Government grant is 
to be used to help keep the el¬ 
derly out of hospital during 
the winter months. 

Surrey Downs Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (SDCCG) 
has teamed up with Epsom, 
Kingston and East Surrey 
hospitals; community care 
providers, Epsom and Ewell, 
Mole Valley, Reigate and 
Banstead and Elmbridge 
councils, the voluntary sector 
and Public Health England to 
build “year-round resilience 
into the local care system”. 

The strategy aims to make 
sure the healthcare system in 
the Surrey Downs area is pre¬ 
pared for spikes in activity 
such as elderly people going 
into hospital accident and 
emergency (A&E) depart¬ 
ments due to cold weather. 

It will bring together real¬ 
time data from 111, the ambu¬ 
lance service, A&Es and other 
sources, to manage the de¬ 
mand on different providers 
and improve the responses of 


agencies. The programme 
aims to reduce unplanned 
hospital admissions for over 
75s by 15 per cent. 

It is the first time residence 
funding has gone directly to 
CCGs, rather than hospitals, 
which means better system 
planning, as a whole, can be 
developed, according to a 
SDCCG spokesman. 

The resilience strategy will 
try to manage people’s condi¬ 
tions at home when appropri¬ 
ate, and make hospitals and 
the transfer from hospital to 
home as effective as possible 
when people are admitted. 

The Red Cross will be based 
within A&E departments to 
improve disabled access to the 
buildings and will also be on 
hand to help patients settle 
back at home after their hospi¬ 
tal stay. 

Other measures include pro¬ 
viding people with winter 
warmer packs, local treat¬ 
ment and therapies and GPs 
carrying out more “intrusive 
monitoring” of patients they 
worry may end up going to 
hospital. 

Earlier this year, the Gov¬ 
ernment agreed to an initial 


£400m of funding to enhance 
local health services. Today, it 
announced a further £300m 
funding - including the £1.8m 
for Surrey Downs that has 
been allocated. 

Dr Mark Hamilton, re¬ 
silience lead for Surrey 
Downs CCG, said: “We’ve 
worked closely with other 
CCGs to link up our plans, and 
I’m pleased there’s been a lot 
of interest in Surrey Downs’ 
work with the voluntary sec¬ 
tor and our decision to put in a 
dedicated role for continuing 
healthcare liaison - offering 
care at home to patients who 
would otherwise be making 
regular trips to the hospital. 

“This partnership means we 
are much better prepared for 
periods of particular demand, 
such as cold weather. 

“My advice to residents this 
winter is to stay warm, get 
enough sleep, and to eat well. 

“If you do start to feel un¬ 
well, seek help from a phar¬ 
macist or visit nhs.uk/asap. 

“It’s easy to forget that phar¬ 
macists can provide expert 
guidance, which may help pre¬ 
vent a trip to hospital later 
down to line.”

First lady 
‘postman’ 

Children learned about the 
war efforts of women - 
including Britain’s first 
female postie who lived in 
Epsom. 

Nora Willis was the first 
woman to sign up to deliver 
mail in Britain when the 
Great War broke out and men 
were sent to the front in 1914. 

On Saturday, Bourne Hall 
Museum’s kids club learned 
how thousands of women 
like her took on traditionally 
male roles during the war. 

Museum assistant David 
Brooks, who runs the club at 
the museum in Ewell, said: 
“Nora the first lady ‘post¬ 
man’ was the chief topic of 
conversation among local 
townsfolk, and many felt it 
was a pleasure to have mail 
given to them by a ‘fairer’ 
hand. 

“Nora in 1928 was elected 
Epsom and Ewell’s first 
woman councillor, serving 
for Stamford ward. She re¬ 
signed in 1940 after a fall in 
Epsom High Street.”

Garden centre staff 
‘devastated’ by raid

Burglars ripped a safe from a 
wall then manoeuvered it 
through a small window when 
they raided a garden centre on 
Monday. 

The burglars used a broom to 
smash security cameras and 
wreaked havoc during the break- 
in at Old Moat Garden Centre in 
Horton Lane, Epsom, which 
trains people with mental health 
problems. 

Debbie Dibble, team leader at 
the garden centre, said the stolen 
safe contained about £1,200 and 
believes at least two thieves cut 
through the chain-linked fence at 
about 2am. 

Ms Dibble said they broke into 
a potting shed, storage container 
and garage, pulled back the roof 
of two other garages and 
smashed the back window of a 
van. 

She said: “They smashed the 
door of the barn and we think 
they took a broom out of there. 
They used the broom to take out 
the security cameras. It seems 


like they knew what they were 
doing.” 

Ms Dibble said the thieves then 
used tools, possibly a jack, to 
take the bars out of a window 
and remove its frame. They 
climbed through the window into 
the main office. 

She said: “They managed to 
pull our takings safe off the wall 
and somehow lugged it through 
the very small window.” 

The garden centre’s expensive 
plants and stock were not 
touched, but it will cost hun¬ 
dreds of pounds to carry out re¬ 
pairs and upgrade security there. 

She said: “We are desperately 
trying to save money because we 
have had our funding reduced. 
It’s absolutely devastating. We 
are trying to pinch to save every 
single penny and someone does 
this.” 

Her colleague discovered the 
break-in on Monday morning. 
She said: “It’s upsetting walking 
around finding more and more 
damage, then coming into the of¬ 
fice and finding out they took a 
safe full of money.” 

The garden centre was shut for 
a few hours while forensic police 
carried out their investigation, 


but has been open as usual since 
then. 

She said: “We are very lucky to 
have quite dedicated customers. 
Keep coming back, keep support¬ 
ing us. We will show the thieves 
we are not going to stop the ser¬ 
vice because of them.” 

She added: “We are here to sup¬ 
port people with mental health 
problems. It makes people feel 
even more vulnerable.” 

Investigating officer Richard 
Hemingway said: “Due to the na¬ 
ture of this offence it is likely the 
perpetrators would have visited 
the area in the days prior to the 
break-in to get an understanding 
of the layout. 

“If you have seen or heard any¬ 
thing suspicious, please share 
this information with us. 

“Burglary is always an upset¬ 
ting offence for the victim, but 
what makes this incident even 
more so is the fact the garden 
centre is run by a charity provid¬ 
ing opportunities for people with 
mental health issues.”

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Car crash deaths sees community donate £1,400 for village green memorial bench 

In memory of a mother and son

Friends of a boy killed in a 
tragic car crash have placed 
a bench on a village green 
where he used to play in 
memory of him and his 
mother. 

Kai Arnold, 11, and his 
mother Nicola Morris, 29, 
died in a head-on crash on a 
bend in Banstead Road, 
Ewell, on July 5. 

Their deaths left the com¬ 
munity in shock and people 
donated more than £1,400 to 
pay for the memorial bench 
on Woodmansterne green. It 
faces a carved log where Kai 
used to play. 

Jake Noakes, 13, who set up 
the fundraising webpage, 
said: “When Kai played on 
the log, Nicola watched him. 
She did not have anywhere to 
sit to watch him, but the 
bench faces directly to the 
log.” 

Earlier this month Kai’s 
friends met up at the bench 
and visited some of the 
places they used to go with 
him. 

Jake said: “It was quite nice 
in a way. It was nice to be 
able to do that.” 

More than four months on 
from his death, he said: “It’s 


more real and we have not 
seen him in a while. It’s a 
lot worse than when it first 
happened.” 

The bench’s plaque, donat¬ 
ed by Mr Snob shop in 
Banstead High Street, reads: 
“In loving memory of Nicola 


Morris and Kai Arnold, for¬ 
ever in our hearts.” 

Jake said: “[The bench] is 
wicked. Every now and again 
when I go past I look at it and 
think of them; it’s good.” 

Back in the summer, he 
said: “Nicola was one of the 


nicest people you will ever 
meet. She never did anything 
wrong, she would do her best 
to help anyone. 

“[Kai] was a typical young 
boy. Even though he was a 
typical young boy he would 
try his hardest to please 


everyone and that was the 
best thing about Kai.” 

Kai’s father David Arnold, 
who was engaged to Ms Mor¬ 
ris, was also injured in the 
crash. 

A fund has been set up for 
Kai’s younger brother Alfie. 


Dementia 
guidance 
for police 

Police have been trained in 
how best to deal with some¬ 
one with dementia. 

The 17 mental health and 
learning disability liaison of¬ 
ficers from Surrey Police re¬ 
ceived advice on how to talk 
with someone who has de¬ 
mentia, using case studies 
and scenarios to create real- 
life situations officers might 
find themselves in. 

Temporary assistant Chief 
Constable Matt Twist said: 
“Police officers can come into 
contact with people with de¬ 
mentia in a variety of situa¬ 
tions and more commonly we 
are asked to respond when a 
person with dementia has 
gone missing. 

“It is important that offi¬ 
cers are trained to recognise 
the signs and symptoms of 
the condition so they can deal 
effectively with any given in¬ 
cident and ensure the right 
partners are engaged.” 

The session, run by the De¬ 
mentia Friendly Surrey team 
from Surrey County Council 
on November 13, focused on 
the difficulties a person liv¬ 
ing with dementia, their fam¬ 
ily and carers face, and 
suggested practical ways to 
support them.

A chief reporter jailed as part of 
the hacking storm that engulfed 
the News of World is cashing-in 
on his notoriety by sharing his 
thoughts on its meltdown. 

Neville Thurlbeck spent 37 
days in prison, along with his 
former editor Andy Coulson, 
after being given a six-month 
sentence for his role in phone 
hacking at the paper. 

Mr Thurlbeck is now set to tell 
businesses how to avoid media 
crisis during a talk on his 
tabloid career at an expo at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse. 

He said: “I was at the epicentre 
of the reputational meltdown at 
News International. 

“After emerging through the 
other side, I would like to give 
businessmen and women the 
benefit of my firsthand experi¬ 
ence of what went wrong. 

“And a route map to avoid cri¬ 
sis and business catastrophe.” 

Thurlbeck, who is now a PR 
adviser and preparing to pub¬ 
lish his first book Tabloid 
Secrets, has entitled his talk 
The News International Crisis: 


How to Survive Reputational 
Armageddon. 

While working as a journalist' 
he won a host of press awards for 
world exclusives involving Lord 
Archer, David Beckham and 
Robin Cook MP. 

As a controversial undercover 
reporter he also infiltrated gangs 
to expose drug dealers, gun¬ 
runners, corrupt police officers 
and paedophiles, although his 
reputation is now in tatters.

Traffic chaos as M25 surface collapses

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
man said: “Safety is our top 


priority and we are doing all we 
can to reopen the lanes quickly 
as possible. 

“In the meantime, we advise 
drivers to avoid this section of 
the anti-clockwise M25 and seek 
alternative routes.” 

Naomi Lawrence posted on 
Community Facebook page 
What’s On in Leatherhead: “Just 
drove past the other direction, 
about 12 cars still at side of road 
with punctures and massive 
tailback. 

“Little bit of a hold up on other 
side but nothing major.” 

President of the AA, Edmund 
King, called for a thorough 
investigation into the incident 
and described the M25 as the 
“road to hell”.

English Heritage is charg¬ 
ing members £30 each to 
go on a tour of a huge 
tunnel complex built 
to shelter people from 
bombs during the Blitz. 

The dank tunnels, 
which run 50ft deep 
thorough chalk in 
Epsom, are now home to 
war gamers and bats. 

Planning permission 
has also been 
granted to turn 
them into a vault 
for precious 
metals. 

John, from 
Elite Action 
Games, said 30 
members of En¬ 
glish Heritage 
were due to tour 
the tunnels last

Saturday with a war 
expert. 

He was happy for English 
Heritage to carry out the 
tour, but he added: “I am a lit¬ 
tle bit perturbed that they are 
charging so much, especially 
when I’m giving my time up 
for free.” 

He said: “I would rather 
people arrange to come down 
there than try to break-in. 

“We have got something of 
interest.” 

Back in February, a cache 
of replica guns and grenades 
were salvaged from deep 
floodwater, only for them to 
be stolen. 

Thieves then used oxy- 
acetylene torches to cut 
through locks on a thick 
metal door. 

John said they spent thou¬ 
sands of pounds on replacing 
flood-damaged boards used 
in war games and a massive 
clean-up took a month. 

He said: “Clubs survive on 


the efforts of their members. 
People roll up their sleeves.” 

A spokesman for English 
Heritage said the cost cov¬ 
ered “exclusive access” to the 
tunnels for the sold-out tour 
and the hire of a World War II 
expert. 

He said: “The tour is run by 
an individual who specialises 
in World War II re-enactment 
and history. 

“Apparently the bunker is 
still owned privately (I be¬ 
lieve war gaming type events 
still take place there) and we 
have gained permission to 
run a tour of the property. 

“At the moment it is just 
planned as a one-off event.” 

David Brooks, museum as¬ 
sistant at Bourne Hall, said 
he was one of the first 
people to enter the damp air 
raid shelter when it was 
re-opened. 

He remembers anti-Thatch¬ 
er graffiti on the wall. 

He said: “The fire brigade 


had to pump the air out when 
we went down there. 

“We are wondering why En¬ 
glish Heritage is doing tours. 

“It is ah rather intriguing.” 

The English Heritage web¬ 
site said: “By the late 1930s, 
war was expected as much as 
it was dreaded and massive 
aerial bombardment was a 
threat that civil defence or¬ 
ganisations and local govern¬ 
ment had to prepare for. 

“In 1937, Surrey County 
Council began work on two 
deep-level air raid shelters 
for the citizens of Epsom. 

“Our tour takes you in to 
one of these bunkers, to ex¬ 
plore the tunnels where ordi¬ 
nary people sought shelter 
from the almost nightly blitz 
on British towns and cities by 
Hilter’s Luftwaffe. 

“There are steps and small 
dark spaces on the tour, 
therefore, we have graded 
the event as challenging 
access.” 


Biker thanks rescuers after getting foot run over by vehicle 


A motorcyclist who was 
knocked off his bike and had 
his foot run-over has thanked 
people who rushed to his 
aid. 

A caretaker from West Hill 
School, another passerby and 
paramedics tended him 
after the traffic accident in 


Kingston Road, Leatherhead, 
at about 8.20am on Tuesday. 

Still reeling from the crash, 
Oliver, 41, from Leatherhead, 
said his protective clothing 
and boots saved him from 
broken bones and more seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

He said: “If what happened 


to me this morning makes 
one other person more 
aware, either car driver or 
motorcyclist, then something 
good has come out of what 
has been a very lucky escape 
for me.” 

Oliver, who asked for his 
surname not to be used, said 


a large black Audi pulled out 
of a side road in front of him 
this morning. 

He said: “I braked and tried 
to avoid it, slid into the side of 
it, while upright, their rear 
wheel went over my right 
foot and I was thrown from 
the bike. 


“Proper motorbike boots 
certainly saved my foot from 
broken bones, and full 
leathers certain kept me 
warm and dry while lying on 
the road.” 

He said the caretaker, 
called Mick, quickly came to 
his aid and either he or 


another passerby called the 
ambulance. 

He said: “They were on 
scene very quickly and I can¬ 
not praise them enough. 

“Had my accident been 
more serious I feel that I 
would have been in the best 
possible hands.”

Epsom’s mayor travelled to 
France to lay wreaths at the 
grave of a soldier and a war 
memorial naming two brothers 
who all died in World War I. 

Private Archibald Jones, 29, 
from Epsom, fought in the Re¬ 
treat from Mons and died in 
September 1914. 

In the same month, Epsom 
brothers Private Charles 
Morley, 26, and Private 
Philip Morley, 29, were 
both killed in action, prob¬ 
ably by shellfire. 

As well as remembering 
these World War I soldiers, 
Epsom’s mayor Councillor 

Robert Foote laid a floral trib¬ 
ute at Epsom’s twin town Chan¬ 
tilly and gave a remembrance 
speech in two languages. 

Ewell Village Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation chairman Brian Angus, 
who accompanied the mayor, 
said: “On Monday, we drove to 
the east of Paris and down an 
un-metalled road to a small 
graveyard at Perruese and laid a 
wreath at the grave of Private 
Archibald Jones from Epsom. 

“In contrast, the memorial at 
La Ferte-sous-Jourre alongside 
the River Marne was massive. 

“The names of the Epsom 
Morley brothers were among 
3,800 who had died within the 
first three months of war with 
no known graves.” 

Mr Angus said the mayor 
spoke to a gathering, including 
the mayor of Chantilly and visi¬ 
tors from Chantilly in Washing¬ 
ton, on Tuesday. 

He said: “Councillor Foote 
spoke of ‘that opportunity to 
forge stronger links and under¬ 
stand the lessons of the past by 
seeing them from our different 
perspectives’. 

“At a poignant concert in the 
evening, music was interspersed 
with children read letters be¬ 
tween a World War I French in¬ 
fantry man and his young 
family.”

Blackjack came in to see us in 
late October as he was feeling 
pretty poorly. He's normally 
such an active cat but for the 
day before coming in he just 
wanted to sleep! 

When assessing him it was 
clear that he was very ill - his 
temperature was through the 
roof and as soon as he became 
stressed he found it hard to 
breath. 

A blood test showed that his 
red blood cell count was very 
low, and that his white blood 
cell count was really high. We 
were really worried. 

Chest X-rays as well as an ul¬ 
trasound of his abdomen gave 
us our diagnosis - he had a dis¬ 
ease called pyothorax. 

This is a disease where bacte¬ 
ria gets into the cavity between 
the chest wall and the lungs. 
Once this happens, pus starts to 
accumulate. The most common 
cause for this in cats is through 
being bitten by another cat. 
Without treatment patients 
with this disease do not do well 
at all. 

Blackjack was immediately 
placed on a drip and started on 
intravenous antibiotics as well 
as pain relief. We also placed a 
drain into his chest to remove 
the bacteria and pus. These 
drains are designed to stay in 
for weeks, and constantly re¬ 



quire flushing and main¬ 
tenance. 

Blackjack gradually improved 
during his time with us. After al¬ 
most a week in hospital Black¬ 
jack's follow-up X-rays showed 
that he was well enough to 
come off his drip and have the 
chest drain removed. 

He is now back at home and 


has one final check next week 
before he is given the all clear. 
He has been the most amazing¬ 
ly gentle and loving cat, we 
could not have asked for a bet¬ 
ter patient!

with a needle to ensure they 
give the most accurate re¬ 
sults. We will usually do this 
with your pet lying on their 
side and being carefully 
held by one or two nurses. 
An ultrasound machine is 
then used to locate the 
bladder and guide a needle 
into it. 

Most urine samples require 
analysis at an external labo¬ 
ratory. 


Have you ever been to the 
vets and had your pet taken 
'out the back' for a test or 
treatment. I thought I'd use 
today's article to shed some 
light on a few of the things 
we do and how we do them. 
Even though some of these 
tests sounds as if they might 
hurt (lets face it, who likes 
injections?), if they are per¬ 
formed professionally and 
carefully both dogs and cats 
will usually cope very well. 

A blood test 

A blood test is the most com¬ 
mon diagnostic procedure 
we perform at our surgery. A 
blood test can measure sim¬ 
ple things like a blood glu¬ 


cose level, but can also be 
used to help diagnose the 
most complicated of dis¬ 
eases. 

The blood sample is taken 
with a nurse holding your 
pet with his/her head raised. 
Fur is clipped away from the 
neck to allow us to see the 
vein, local anaesthetic cream 
is applied to the skin, and 
the skin is sterilized. 

A needle is then inserted 
into the vein and blood is 
drawn. 

This blood is then trans¬ 
ferred into collection tubes. 
The blood can either be test¬ 
ed by the laboratory equip¬ 
ment in the practice, or for 
more detailed tests can be 


sent away to an external lab¬ 
oratory for analysis. 

A urine test 

Most urine samples need to 
be taken from the bladder 


A needle biopsy 

This is a test where cells are 
removed from a lump or an 
organ in order to help with a 
diagnosis. The most common 
reason for using this diag¬ 
nostic test is for assessing 


skin lumps. A needle biopsy 
involves placing a needle 
into a mass and withdrawing 
cells. 

These cells are then carefully 
placed onto a glass slide and 
in most circumstances will be 
sent to and interpreted by a 
pathologist at an external 
laboratory. 

Care and consideration must 
be taken when deciding on 
the diagnostic and treatment 
options for our pets. 

They cannot speak for them¬ 
selves, and deserve only the 
best.

Austin expressing support and

Fines driving away custom 
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2.5million over 55s 
plan to downsize 

More want cash from their property 

Almost 2.5 million 'last time 
buyers' plan to downsize their 
homes, according to new 
research. 

Figures from the bi-annual 
Prudential Downsizing Index 
reveal that four in 10 home- 
owners over the age of 55 plan to 
sell their current property - up 
from 38 per cent six months ago. 

Three quarters of homeowners, 
over the age of 55 who are 
planning to sell, say they will 
downsize. 

The average amount of capital 
they hope to free-up as a result 
of these property sales is £87,600 
- up from £85,300 in May of this 
year. 

Of those expecting to release 
equity from downsizing, 45 per 
cent will spend newly released 
cash on big ticket or luxury 
purchases like holidays. Forty 
eight per cent say they will save 
or invest the money, while 40 per 
cent will use the funds to boost 
their pension pots. 

Having too much space 
appears to be the main driver for 
downsizing, according to 61 
per cent of homeowners over the 
age of 55. 

The convenience of running a 
smaller home (58 per cent), 
accessing equity (34 per cent), 
reducing the day-to-day costs of 
running a large home (22 per 



cent) and changes in personal 
circumstances, including divorce 
or separation (21 percent), 
complete the top five reasons for 
downsizing. 

The Index suggests that 
many 'last time buyers' are 
looking for a change, with 35 
per cent of those who are 
planning to sell saying they 
will relocate to another town or 
city within the UK. 

Vince Smith-Hughes, retirement 
income expert at Prudential, said: 
"Our homes are often our most 
valuable assets, but also one of 
our greatest expenses. 

"The financial benefits of 
downsizing, from both a 
cost-saving and releasing 
capital perspective, can be very 
enticing. 

"But those who are considering 
it should exercise caution and be 
careful not to overestimate the 
level of funds they expect to 
receive.

0) Surrey County Council Hookfield and Lindsay Close controlled parking zone in the borough of 
Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of waiting restrictions and on-street parking places Order 
2005) (Amendment No.13) Order 201-; and 

(k) Surrey County Council West Hill Burnett Grove and Langlands Rise Controlled parking zone in 
the borough of Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of waiting restrictions and on street parking 
places Order 2005) (Amendment No.13) Order 201- 

2. The purpose and effect of the Orders above is to:- 

(a) prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of roads on the days and times referred to in 
Schedule 1 to this Notice; 

(b) provide that in the lengths of roads referred to in sub-paragraph (a) above, the usual exemptions 
for loading and unloading vehicles, boarding and alighting from vehicles, using vehicles for 
works on or adjoining those lengths of roads, the maintenance of those roads and the services 
in them and for disabled persons’ vehicles in accordance with the “Blue Badge” Scheme would 
apply; 

(c) revoke the existing restrictions in certain lengths of roads as specified in Schedule 2; 

(d) provide for the loading and unloading of vehicles in certain lengths of roads on the days and 
times specified in Schedule 3. Subject to the exemptions indicated in sub-paragraph (b) above 
save that the usual exemption for Blue Badge holders will not apply to this restriction; 

(e) provide a goods vehicle loading/unloading bay in a certain length of the road on the days and 
times specified in Schedule 4. Subject to the exemptions indicated in sub-paragraph (b) above 
save that the usual exemption for Blue Badge holders will not apply to this restriction; 

(e) authorise the free on-street parking places in certain lengths of roads on the days and times 
specified in Schedule 5; 

(f) provide that in the case of any of the on-street parking places referred to in Schedule 5 to this 
Notice, outside the hours of operation indicated in the said Schedule any vehicle may be left in 
any of those on-street parking places for any period without time limit; 

(g) specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the free on-street parking places shall be 
passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), goods vehicles the maximum gross weight of which is less 
than 5 tonnes, motor-cycles and invalid carriages; 

(h) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any of the free on-street parking places referred 
to above in certain circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 
minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc, and vehicles left by specified disabled 
persons (no time limit); 

(i) install Mandatory disabled bays as specified in Schedule 6. Operating at the times specified in 
Schedule 6 for use only by disabled persons vehicles displaying a disabled persons blue badge; 

0) designate permit holders only on-street parking places in certain lengths of the roads on the 
days and times specified in Schedule 7. N.B. outside the hours of operation indicated in the said 
Schedule any vehicle may be left in any of those permit holders only on-street parking places 
for any period without time limit; 

(k) specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the permit holders only on-street parking 
places referred to in sub-paragraph 2 (j) above shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), 
goods vehicles the maximum gross weight of which is less than 5 tonnes, motor-cycles and 
invalid carriages; 

(l) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any of the permit holders only on-street parking 
places referred to above in certain circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or alight 
(maximum 2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc, and vehicles left by 
specified disabled persons (no time limit); 

(m) impose a prohibition of stopping outside schools as specified in Schedule 8 subject to the
